And whereas divers Souldiers, and ſome perſons, who go in the name and habit of 
Souldiers, and pretend themſelves to be of the Army, but are not, do ſeiſe 
upon perſons who have been in Arms againſt the Parliament, and their goods,with- 
out order, (for the preventing of theſe and other abuſes for the future,) I do further 
require all Officers and Souldiers of the Arm under my Commana, That they do not 

reſume to enter into the houſes of any perſon whatſoever (unleſſe for proviſion as a- 
foreſaid) or to ſerze upon any perſons whatſoever, unleſſe they go by Warrant with 
a (ommißion Officer, and he and they give in their names of what Troop or Company, 
and in what Regiment they are, that fo, if any abuſe be offered, upon complaint from 
the perſon or perſons ſo injured to the Court M arfhal, all offendors ſhall be proceeded 
againſt according to Fuſtice.

A PROCLAMATION 


Commanding all perſons, who have been of the late Kings party, or his Sons, to depart out of the Cities of

S Hercas by ſeveral Acts of Parliament made in the times of 
Our Pꝛedeceſloꝛs (that is to ſay) in the Firſt year of King 
Richard the Third, in the Third year of King Edward the 
Fourth, in the Nineteenth year of King Henry the Seventh, 
and in the Fifth year of Mucen Elizabeth, it is Enacted (a- 
monglt other things) That no Merchant, Denizen noz2 
Stranger, no2 other perſon ſhalt bzing, ſend oꝛ convey 
from beyond the Sea into this Our Realm of England, oz 
Dominion of Wales, any Laces, Ribvonds, Fringes, Im⸗ 
> x I bꝛoiderv, Laces of Silver oꝛ of Gold, Hats, Knives, Sciſ- 
lers, Painted Mare, Caskets, Poynts, Gloves, Locks, oz 
Bꝛuſhes to be uttered and ſold within our ſaid Realm of England, oꝛ Dominion of Wales, 
by way of Merchandize, upon pain to fozfeit the fame Mares and Merchandizes, as of- 
ten as they may be found in the hands of any perlon oz perſons to be ſold, the one halr 
of the ſaid Fozfeitures to go to the ule of Our Self, and the other half to any of Dur 
Subjects that ſhall firlt ſeize the lame, the which to do, they are thereby Authoꝛtzed. 


And whereas complaint hath bern to Us made by the Artificers in this Pur Realmof 
England (as Well within Our City r?

their Families are not only utterly impoveriſhed, the youth not trained up in the ſaid 
Sciences, and thereby the ſaid Faculties, and the exquiſite Knowledge thereof, like in 
ſhoꝛt time, within this Dur Reaim to decay, but divers of Our Cities and Towns are 
thereby much impaired, the whole Realm greatly endamaged, and Foꝛeign Countries 
much enriched ; e with the Advice of Dur Pꝛivp Councel, out of Dur Paincely 
care ofthe Artificers of this Dur Realm, in the Sciences afozeſaid, to whom Te re-

Goods might not pzetend ignozance ) was pleaſed to Command, Publiſh and Declare, 
“That all the Ropemakers who ſhould thereafter wozk in His Majeſties Pards, o: 
could elſewhere make any ſozt of Coꝛdage fo? the uſe of His Majeſties Navy, ſhould 
Sy make the ſame in manner following ( viz. ) All Cables, Hawſers, and other Coꝛdage 
; of the larger ſozt, ſhould be w2ought with one ſmall hair line thzough every ſtrand 
thereof; all Copls of ſmaller Coꝛdage ſhouldhave two ſtrands compoſed of even thꝛeads, and the other

vernment, as fo2 making to themſelves unjult gain, by defrauding Us, and Dur ſaid Farmers of their 
juſt Duties, have ſet up, and do daily make uſe of p2zibate and concealed Tuns, Backs, and other Bzero- 
ing-Ueſſels, to which the Gagers who are appointed by the ſaid Acts of Parliament to take account of 
their Beer and Ale, can have no acceſs; And by dibers other Frauds and Concealments,: do pzactiſe 
and go about to diminiſh Dur ſaidRevenue, and alſo to pꝛejudite and under-ſell ſuch their Fellow Traders 
as do duely confo2m to the Acts ot Paricment afozeſaid. And whereas linte the letting of the ſaid 
Excite to Farm, the aid Bꝛewers, to pꝛebent the diſcobery of the true quantity and quality of the Beer
